I am very proud of his origina- 
tions that I have introduced in the last couple of years and that I am introducing this year. 
And there are plenty of fine ones for several years yet. I believe there is no better bright red 
glad on the market than Regent. Thisis areal comer. Beacon is bound to become a very popular 
commercial and Vagabond Prince though not a so-called commercial color is going to be one 
of the most popular varieties in existence. Have sold a large quantity of stock in Europe. Every- 
one who sees it loves it. Rosex is coming along in larger quantity now so the price is down a 
good deal. Golden Cup is one of the very best yellows. Premier Henry though not quite so 
tall as we would like is a magnificent glad. Amrita, Barcarole and Camellia introduced last 
year are as fine as anyone could wish for. Have had a number of reports from people who said 
that Sandra was the most beautiful glad in the world. Helena I believe will become a very 
popular commercial when stock is available. A grower can do no better than to hitch up with the 
Palmer varieties and take them all as they come along. Though no hybridizer can put out 
100% world beaters the percentage of just average good ones in the Palmer strain is very low. 

Other top-notch varieties of last year’s introduction are Shirley Temple, which is in a class 
by itself. Rewi Fallu, which is the most massive and most impressive dark red gladiolus in 
existence. Rosamond, a rose scarlet. Will make a great commercial. Bit O’Heaven seems 
to be the best orange in its class. Will make a fine commercial. 

Other varieties that are coming along in fine shape are Alayne which has a shade of rose 
unlike any other. Golden Goddess the best exhibition yellow, King Arthur in a class by itself 
among lavenders, Lucifer the best exhibition orange with blotch. And there are many others 
that my catalog, which will be published in January, will tell all about. 

In whites Star of Bethlehem is probably the best large size exhibition white. Maid of 
Orleans is generally considered the best all around commercial white and Mary Elizabeth 
which is the most beautiful ruffled white is down in price this year to where it can be used as a 
cut flower. It is later than the other varieties and is a beautiful and very satisfactory variety 
either for exhibition or any other purpose.

(FLOWERING SPURGE) 


This is a hardy perennial somewhat similar to double Baby’s Breath but blossoms later. 
Blooms through August and September. Just the thing to go with glads or any other kind of 
flower. Will grow on most any kind of soil, even on dry sand, but good garden soil will make it 
very much better. 

This is a plant that should be grown in every garden and commercial growers should plant 
it by the hundred. Absolutely hardy and I am sure you will like it. 

In the northern states I would suggest Euphorbia be planted early in the spring. In the 
south or where it does not freeze hard, fall planting would be perfectly all right. 

Though Euphorbia is easy to handle, and there should be no reason for it not doing well, 
I have had some complaints about the roots not growing. I don’t know why this is because if 
they are planted at once and given a good watering they should all grow. I have had no trouble 
with them myself. But in as much as | have had some complaints I no longer guarantee the 
roots. I do give good strong healthy roots and if given half a chance they should grow but if 
they do not grow I shall not be responsible. 

Prices are 4 roots for 60 cents or one dozen for $1.25 prepaid. We do not sell less than 
four as they cannot be shipped with the gladiolus bulbs. We have to make a separate 
shipment. :

HOW TO CARE FOR BULBS IN THE FALL 


Dig them a month or more after they are through blooming. If the foliage stays green and 
healthy it will do no harm to leave them till hard freezing weather. When you dig them cut the 
tops off immediately and place the bulbs in shallow trays in a cool airy place. 2-5 weeks after 
digging they should be dried and cured enough to take off the old bulbs and bulblets. 

After thoroughly drying them it is well to do something to kill any possible thrip that might 
be on the bulbs. Many people scatter napthalene flakes over them. If you have only a few hundred 
bulbs I can send you a package of nearly two pounds for 50 cents prepaid. This will take care of © 
up to two or three thousand bulbs. When you use this keep them in a fairly warm place, scatter 
on the napthalene, about | oz. to 100 bulbs, and cover them with a paper or cloth to confine the 
- fumes. After about a month shake off the napthalene, which can be saved for another year, and 
then store the bulbs away in a cool place for the winter. 

Many people now are using Rototox in which they soak the bulbs for a day or two. This 
will kill all thrip and eggs. This is also said to check disease. It is not poisonous to people and 
so is safer to use than bichloride, and it does not require a glass, earthen or wooden container to 
dip them in. For further information about this write Rototox, 813 Yale St., East Williston, N. Y. 

Some people where they haven't too many bulbs soak them in Bichloride of Mercury in the 
fall after the bulbs are thoroughly cured. I think this will help to control any disease germs that 
may be on the bulbs and would kill any thrip besides. 

We do not hear near so much about thrip now as we did a few years ago. Most people are 
either using napthalene or soaking their bulbs and spraying them and are having fine results. 

THRIP. If you are a beginner and don’t know what thrip is I will say that it is a very small 
black insect that sucks the juices from the buds so that they don’t open properly. This has caused 
a lot of trouble around the country but by using well known precautionary measures as above, 
it can be easily avoided and good glads can be grown.

Napthalene Flakes 


If you have been troubled with thrip on your glads this past season or even if you haven't 
it is well to treat the bulbs this winter with napthalene flakes. The bulbs should be thoroughly 
cured and dried out, cleaned up and then kept in a fairly warm place, that is sixty degrees or 
above for about a month. Scatter on napthalene flakes at the rate of about one ounce to 100~ 
bulbs. Cover the boxes with paper or something else to confine the fumes, then after about a 
month shake the napthalene off thoroughly and store the bulbs in a cool place. This will insure 
your bulbs being clean of thrip or eggs. 


I can furnish the napthalene flakes for 50 cents for a package of nearly two pounds. 
I do not sell less than a full package but whatever you do not use this vear can be saved over for 
next season. Keep in a closed container.
